Signed Initials 55009 Times. 

Each ballot consisted of seven party 
tickets, and on the back of each of 
these tickets, according to law, the elec- 
tion judges must sign their initials. 
With the 787 voters in this precinct, this 
means that each of the judges had to 
sign his initials 6509 times. 

‘My wife says it was because I’ve 
got a lazy streak in me,’’ said Mc- 
Govern, ‘‘but I tell her she or anyone 
else would have done the same. I’m not 
lacking in education, either, as I have 
a diploma from St. Patrick’s School to 
show."’ And he pointed to the framed 
certificate ‘on the wall of his home, at 
211A North Spring avenue. 

“When we started in for the day's 
work, I understood, as all the rest did, 
that we must sign our initials on the 
back of each section of each ballot. I 
started out signing mine, ‘B. McG.’ 

“There was a long line waiting to 
vote, and they were coming faster 
than we could get the ballots ready for 
them. Some of them were my neigh- 
bors, and they asked me to hurry up 
and let them vote, so they could get 
to their work. There were more let- 
ters in my initials than in the other 
judge’s, and I fell behind In the work 
of writing. 

Judges Wanted te Save Time, 

“So I asked the rest if it would be all 
right for me to sign merely ‘Mce.,’ and 
they said it would be, and that’s the 
way I signed the rest of the ballots. 

*“*There*is no doubt about the ballots 
being honestly cast and although I am 
a Democrat, I don’t belleve it would be 
fair or right to throw out those ballots 
to give the office to a Democrat. 

“My wife says if the ballots are 
thrown out, she will be ashamed to 
speak to the wives of men who lost 
their votes through my mistake. She 
ix afraid it will make us disliked in 
the neighborhood. Still, it was as much 
the mistake of the other election offi- 
clals as mine, for they all agreed to it.” 

The election of Painter or Gmelich de- 
pends entirely on the Legislature’s ac- 
ceptance or rejection of the 768 ballots 
bearing the signature “Mc.’’ The bal- 
lots stand #6 for Gmelich and 263 for 
Painter. Gmelich’s plurality in this 
bunch of ballots is thus 233, a larger 
number than either Gmelich or Painter 
now claims as a ~plurality. Painter 
claims 197 plurality, Gmelich 212. 


Dispute as te —— ef Law. 
The election law, in section 7104, pro- 


vides: “Before delivering any ballots to 
the electors, the two judges of election 
having charge of the ballots shall write 
their names or initials on the back of 
the ballots with ink or indelible pencil, 
and no other writing shall be on the 
back of the ballot, eXcept the number 
of the ballot voted.”’ 

Some hold that the word, ‘initials,’ 
does not necessarily mean all the in- 
itials of each judge, and that it is in 
the plural because two judges are re- 
ferred to. Any signature which the 
judge himself can afterwards identify 
as his own, they contend, satisfies the 
Spirit of the law. 

The Republican members of the Leg- 
islative Recount Committee are demand- 
ing the acceptance of the votes on the 
Sround that they are genuine, and that 
the intent of the Voters and election of- 
ficials is unmistakable. The Democratic 
members are insisting on the strictest 
possible interpretation, and the rejection 
of the ‘“‘Mc.”’ ballots. 

The second executive office in the 
State depends on the view which the 
Democratic Legislature takes of the 
matter.

VALPARAISO, Chile, Jan. 28.—The 
rupture of diplomatic relations between | 
Chile and Peru, signalized by with- 
drawal of Senor J. M. Echenique, the 
Chilean Minister at Lima, has aroused 
more or less excitement here and the 
old animosities between the two coun‘ 
tries dating back to the war of 1879 
and the consequent occupation of the 
Peruvian provinces of Tacna and Arica 
by Chile, haye, to a certain measure, 
been revived. 

It is declared hére today that the 
Chilean squadron under Admiral Wil- 
son, now in the Strait of Magellan, 
has been ordered north.

GHOSTS HAVE BETTER EYES 


THAN MORTALS, SAYS HYSLOP 


a » 
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Professor Tells How Spirit of His ‘Father Said, 
“Give Me My Hat and 
Let Me Go.” 





For the first time since he has been in 
St. Louis, Prof. James H. Hyslop, pres- 
ident of the American Society for Psy- 
chical Research, in his lecture Wednes- 
day night at the Wednesday Club, 
touched on the subject of how the spir- 
its live on the “other side.”’ 

“Some of the spirits have told us 
through mediums,” said he, “‘that their 
life is one of much greater perfection 
than ours. For instance, they say they 
have much better eyes than we have. 
They have also told us that efforts at 
improvement of their condition go on 
there, the same as here. 


Hard for Them to Explain. 

“But what they have told us so far is 
very unsatisfactory. It is easy to un- 
derstand that if they are so essentially 
different from us, it.is extremely diffi- 
cult for them to convey information to 
us, because there must be conditions 
there that we have no words to explain. 
Consequently the medium is unable to 
translate the thoughts they send us. 

“T pas talking once to the spirit of 
my father through a medium. My fa- 
ther seemed to find difficuJty in sending 
hig thoughts to me. And finally the 
medium, who was in a trance, wrote au- 
tomatically this message from my fa- 
ther: ‘Give me my hat and let me go.’ 

“Now this would seent at first to im- 
ply that the spirits wore hats. But it 
can be explained in this way—this was 
the human way of expressing a desire 
to go, and the thought of my father 
was mechanically translated by the me- 
dium,” 

Small ‘Settennd Hears Lecture. 

An audience of less than 50 persons 
listened to Prof. Hyslop Wednesday 
night. 

There was laughter at only one re- 
mark by the speaker. This was when, 
in describing a pyschic experience of 
several friende and himself, he said that 
the table began suddenly to go around, 
and first ene and then another of his 
friends fell into a trance. 

At this point a young man in the 
audience remarked to those sitting near 
him: “That reminds me of an experi- 
ence I had at a dinner not long ago.” 

The audience seemed to be especially 
interested in the speaker’s explanation 
of the great ‘‘cause,” for which the 
{Society for Psychical Research was 
working. He was asked several ques- 
tions as to whether one could atill be 
a Christian and believe in_ spirits. 

“The great influence exerted by 
Christianity,’’ he said, ‘“‘was due to the 
belief that this life was a period of 
probation, which woukd determine our 
after life. This idea necessarily rested

on the belief in the immortality of the 
soul. 

“But when science was revived and 
materialism spread, people found that 
faith burdensome. It was not an act 
of the intellect, but of the will. Hence, 
faith became weaker and weaker. As 
a result, the ethical effect of Christian- 
ity grew correspondingly weak. 

“Now, I was raised in orthodoxy. 
When I found that I could no longer 
keep my faith I became a materialist. 
Then I saw the result of a similar evo- 
lution in the minds of everyone who had 
been Christians. Se the idea came to 
me that if I could prove the existence 
of another life after death, immortality 
of the soul would still be belleved—not 
because of faith, but because of reason. 

“This is.the great cause of spiritists. 
It will give a new foundation to ethics. 
Moreover, it will strengthen Christian- 
ity. It may seem strange for me to 
say it, but I believe that Christianity 
and spiritism do not conflict. I believe 
that in the beginning Christianity was 
built up, not on faith, but on the proof 
of psychic phenomena.”’ 

Explains Trivial Messages. 

The Professor answered many crit!- 
cisms ef psychic research. He said: 

“You, the public, wonder why the spir- 
its talk to us on such trivial things as 
they do. My answer is this—we of the 
society are strict scientists—consequent- 
ly stoics, We can only give ao the 
facts we gather. Until such timé as 
communication with the spirit world be- 
comes more perfect we cannot tell you 
more. 

“Take this hypothetical case. You 
want to establish the identity of a man 
at the other end of a telegraph wire. 
You ask him to prove his identity. He 
mentions some trivial incident. You re- 
flect a minute and say to yourself, 
“Well, several other people in the world 
know of that.’ Then you ask him an- 
other question, and another, until you 
are sure the man at the other end of 
the wire is the one he represents him- 
self to be. 

“It is the samé way with psychic re- 
Search. We want to know that these 
spirits are really people we know on 
earth. So we ask them trivia) ques- 
tiona—incidents of our lives that they 
know of if they really are our dead 
friends and relatives. After we have. 
established their identity and the iden- 
tity of numbers of them as wea are 
doing every day; we will Sradually find 
out more about them.”’

Philadelphian Says Spirit From

In his 
interview ‘the real nature of the Order 
of. Fifteen, of which Homer Curtiss, a 
student of the University of Pennsy!- 
vania, is the head, was disclosed for the 
first time.‘ 

‘‘Ever since my wife became a member 
of the order,’ said Mr. Mountain; “she 
has been my wife in name only. The 
doctrines of the order gave her spiritual 
self such an impetus, she told me, t 
it went soaring away to a plane whicht 
was useless for me even to attempt to 
attain. I think they call her plane the 
Maha-Taranivanic. 

Rival From Another Planet. 


“There she met my hated rival, who 


inhabits one of the planets when he is, 


not busy paying attentions: to Mrs. 
Mountain. I can’t say that I am jeal- 
ous of him, for he is not base enough 
to possess a body, but nevertheless it is 


aggravating that I cannot get my hands J 


on him, 

‘Mrs. Mountain was perfectly frank 
with me in admitting that another be- 
ing—Bill’ I cail him that for short— 
held her affections. She was also will- 
ing to tell me everything about him 
which«my understanding, limited as it 
is to a physical plane, could .compre- 
hend. Unfortunately, she cannot see 
him with her physical eyesight, so I 
could never get a definite enough de- 
scription to be able to recognize him 
if we should meet. 

“Ags nearly as I can make out, ‘Bill’ is 
made up largely of ghost. The most 
attractive thing about him, according to 
Mrs. Mountain, seems to be his touch, 
which is delicate and soft Beyond de- 
scription. His voice is Hke the music 
of the spheres. He is more beautiful 
than earthly men and is able to dis- 
pense with the use of an airship in 
transporting himself from place to 
place and from sphere to sphere. 

“Bill” a Frequent Visitor. 


“Mrs. Mountain told me that she 
could summon ‘Bill’ at will and that he 
would often come to her of his own 
volition. Their trysts took place mostly 
at night, but he was likely to appear to 
‘er at any time.”’ 

Mr. Mountain's apparent levity is re- 
stricted to his wife’s beliefs. He has 
been deeply affected by the breaking 
up’ of their home, and is still fond of 
his wife. He intends to relinquish to 
her the custody of their children. 

The Mountain courtship was romantic. 
Their first meeting was on an entirely 
earthly plané. Mrs. Mountain was in 
swimming at Cape . She became 
exhausted and was gromalaesayhen Mr. 
Mountain, who was on the beach, 
plunged in and brought her out. They 


Npecame engaged shortly afterward and 


were married at the end of the sum- 
mer, 
It was not long, however, before Mrs. 
Mountain joined the theosophic Society, 
out of which sprang the Order of Fit- 
teen, @ year ago. 


Admits Husband Has a Soul. 


Mr. Mountain, who is one of the 
founders of the Walt Whitman Club of 
Philadelphia, characterizes himself as 
‘“ntensely human.” He did everything to 
divert his wife’s mind from the esoteric 
belief of the’®rder. Mrs. Mountain, how- 
ever, has acknowledged, from her exalt- 
ed spiritual plane that her husbahd is 
not altogether materialistic and even 
has a soul. He has indited many 
of his poems to her to dissuade her 
from her spiritualistic inclinations. 

The couple drifted farther and farther 
apart, and a year ago they separated. 
Finally, last week, Mr. Mountain inati- 
tuted his suit for divorce in Philadel- 
phia.

A story that two young women study- 
ing music abroad are detained in Swit- 
zerland by some mysterious occult in- 
fluence has come to light in Tacoma, 


Wash., through the arrest there of 
Joshua K'ein, a former St. Louisan, 
who is Known as afi expert in hypno- 
tism and a student of psychology and 
the occult. 

Klein was arrested on a charge of 
assault to murder Mrs. Sauvageot, a 
Tacoma widow. 

She then charged that Klein is re- 
sponsible for her daughter, Miss Dora 
Sauvageot, 20 years old, together with 
Miss Rose Karasek, 33 years old, being 
held in the,Alps. 

Klein was locked up by the Tacoma 
police, to whom he denied that he was 
exerting uny influence over the two 
girls and said that they were staying 
in Switzerland of their own accord be- 
cause they were happy there. 

Formerly Lived in St, Louisa, 

Kiein lived in St. Louis for several 
years with his wife and children. Then 
the family went to Switzerland, where 
Klein’s father, a wealthy man, lives. 
But the wife and children soon returned 
to St. Louis. They are living here now, 
receiving remittances from Klein reg- 
ularly. 

Friends of Mrs. Kiein ifn St. CLouis 
say she has been informed re*ently 
that her husband has traveled exten- 
sively, both in this country and Europe, 
since they parted in Switzerland. 

The story of the two girl music stu- 
dents in the Swiss Alps was conveyed 
to St. Louis in a press dispatch from 
Tacoma Thursday. That \dispatch says 
Mrs. Sauvageot was in conference with 
Prosecuting Attorney Murray of Taco- 
ma before Klein was arrested. Then 
this story is told: 

Early last year Mrs. Sauvageot and 
Mrs. Anna Karasek, both widows, de- 
cided to send their datighters, Dora 
Sauvageot, aged 20, and Rose Karasek, 
aged 23, to Europe to study music. 

Met Kiein in Vienna. 

Before their departure in’ March, ac- 
cording to the women’s story, the giris 
met Klein, a highly educated German, 
and again met him in Vienna. It is 
believed that through some influence 
the girls were compelled to leave the 
place where they were studying and 
go to an institution in the mountains 
near Zurich. 

Several months afterward, it is said, 
Mrs. Sauvageot received a'‘letter from 
her daughter, which induced her to go 
to Vienna, and then to the mountain re- 
sort, finally obtaining possession of her 
daughter, When the mother and daugh- 
ter had returned to New York, the 
mother decided to visit relatives in Ken- 
tucky, and after the mother’s departure 
the girl is said to have been induced to 
return to Vienna instead of coming to’ 
‘Tacoma.

Considering the almost hopeless depravity of 
the House of Delegates and the fact that it 
moves at this late day only under compulsion, 
not much dependance is to be placed upon any 
action that it now may take. If it had been free 
from corporation influence; if it had been mind- 
ful of the welfare of the people, and if it had 
ever appreciated the importance to all concerned 
of the powers conferred upon the Assembly by 
the Cooper law it would have done its part to- 
ward the creation of a Public Service Commis- 
sion long ago. The influences which have kept 
it from acting at all are likely to control it in 
this emergency in anything that it may do. 

The. State creates the public service companies 
and its right to regulate them is not questioned. 
Its delegation of power to the city of St. Louis 
has been contemptuously ignored. An efficient 
local board is greatly to be desired, but as events 
have shown that this is not likely to be had, the 
State may as well claim its own. 
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MISSOURI WATER POWER. 

If the “conservation” of Missouri’s natural re- 
sources means using them, the State ought not 
to risk further delay in providing by law for the 
systematic use of its great resources of water 
power. The time is at hand for this use, and the 
first unnecessary complication with Federal au- 
thority has come also. 

All such complications are unnecessary in any 
case. The use of syatem is to avoid them in all 
cases. As a result of the President’s theory of 
his own right and duty of personal supervision 
and control, the James River in Missouri is now 
controlled against possible users of its water pow- 
er by Presidential veto, interposed to prevent its 
improvement locally for power, though it is no- 
torious that it is never likely to be improved na- 
tionally for navigation. 

The State is at fault in this because it has pro- 
vided no system under which the resources of its 
water power can be brought progressively into 
service in a way that will give the State Treasury 
returns in revenue, increasing with every fran- 
chise increasing the horsepower brought fnto use. 
There is no rational ground for the attempt at 
Washington to take this revenue from the State 
to which it belongs. No such attempt is likely to 
be made if the State begins the systematic use of 
the rights it is now sleeping on. It ought to 
control its own waterpower franchises and build 
the highways it needs out of its own fair share 
of the profit on them. 





MELODRAMAS AND KILLINGS. 

While criticisms have been directed at the so- 
‘called “problem plays,” a graver peril from the 
stage has received little attention. That peril 
lies in the melodramas offered at the popular 
playhouses, melodramas in which shooting figures 
conspicuously. In these plays the hero and 
often the heroine also are prone to draw a gun 
at the slightest provocation and begin shooting.

. NEW YORK, Jan. 28. 

Y the time I was able to walk I 
LK had neither father nor mother 
to speak to. Father, a factory 
engineer, passed away two days aft- 
er my birth, almost as soon ag he 
saw me, and mother, a hardy York- 
shire lass, only living a year afte: 
this event, you may cag] it. My full 
name'is Jack Robinson Binns, after 
my father, and I was born 2 years 
ago July 4, 1884, so you see I am 
somewhat of an American by Dirth. 

I was the only child, and Grand- 
mother Binns, my father’s mother, 
took. me from the lonely little cabin 
in which I was born outside Briggs, 
Lincolnshire, to her home. She was 
good to me, taught me to spell and 
write, told me of my folks and my 
home and the hills about Lincoln- 
shire where my father hunted and 
roved. He was an adventuresome 
Briton, and I guess, being forced to 
work broke his heart early. 

At 14 I was a big lad and could 
boot a ball, shoot a gun or use my 
dukes with any my inches and lots 
bigger. I had a fair education, and 
being always an observant fellow, 
I managed to get a good idea of life, 
principally in roaming about Lin- 
colnshire with my grandmother, who 
moved every year. Then I decided 
to shift for myself. I didn’t know 
what to do. I struggled into a rail- 
road office one day and saw a dozen 
young men drawing lines. 


Six Months in Hospital 

After Car Ran Over Him 
HAT decided me. I wanted to 
7 be a draftsman. I got a place 
with the Great Eastern Reail- 


road. There was no opening at once, 


and each day I hung about the rail- 
road telegraph offices until the oper- 
ator took pity on me and taught me 
the code. In two weeks I could 
“send,’’ but not “‘receive.’’ Learn- 
ing telegraphy was my first “acci- 
dent.’”” Then came the second. One 
day I was crawling under some cars, 
when an engine bumped the “string” 
and I fell. Two cars ran over my 
right foot and left leg. That was 
Dec, 8, 1898. 

In the six months I was in the 
hospital they gave me up four times. 
Finally, my temperature got to 107 
—the highest on record at that. time, 
the surgeons said—and they left me 
to die that day. Toward night I saw 
three long-whiskered men standing 
over me. One gaid: ‘Let's try it on 
him, it’s our only chance. No one 
will know.” 

I didn’t know what it was about. I 
figured it was all off, anyhow, and 
didn’t mind it much.

My 
hair was singed. Two minutes after 
the floor crashed in. Then they 
caNed me “Lucky Jack.” 

I was at Newmarket race course a 
year and played the ponies with all 
my earnings. I did not have enough 
to enjoy the sport, but sometimes 
got some good tips and cashed. 
When the season closed in 1904 I 
resigned to go to sea with the Mar- 
coni company. They gave me a 
mechanical instruction in Liverpool 
and I made the course in three 
weeks,

frem Hamburg with Count Witte. 
They didn’t figure me experienced 
enough and put me off at Southamp- 
ton. I made up my mind it wouldn't 
happen again and finally I got the 
Grosser Kurfuerst in December, 1905. 
Until 1907 I was the only operator 
aboard the Bluecher, making ports 
from Spitsbergen, 400 miles from the 
North Pole, te harpors in South and 
Central America. There weren’t

about the only practice I got was 
talking te passing steamers. 

We touched at Kingston a few 
days after the earthquake there 
and -distinctly felt a shock just be- 
fore reaching the harbor. Things 
were pretty well cleaned up when 
we reached land, There was no 
wireless there then. 

On my trip in February, 1907, I 
met Joe Cannon, Vice-President-elect 
Sherman and a bunch of congress- 


men on their national junket trip - 


to Panama. One day a shark swal- 
lowed a hoek, line and chain from a 
boat load of sailors trying to catch 
him and dropped to the bottom after 
upsetting the boat. all the lawmak- 
ers laughed and began sending 
wireless messages to their homes 
telling of the incident. I had all 
their signatures in my collection of 
souvenirs from every port and boat 
I met, but all went down with the 
Republic. 

The only time I ever met a “C. 
Q. D.’¥ accident was off St. Augus- 
tine on the way back. She was a 
new bark, stripped of everything 
and 200 imles from the coast. She 
had a crew of 12 and a captain. 
They were almost frozen. No feod 
for days and ready to drop into the 
sea. We got 'e maboard and then 
burned the bark and gank hen She 
needed “C. Q. D.” if ever a/ vessel 
did.

message broke loose. It was ad- 

dressed to Mr. Sherman and 
came from land. It was at the’ time 
of the Roosevelt-Harriman contro- 
versy. My oath prevents me from 
repeating its contents, but the pa- 
pers published it as forbidding the 
members of the committee to ‘talk 
to newspaper men. It was signed \‘‘J. 
O.”" It was claimed that the leak 
came from the wireless room. We 
were fully vindicated afterward. 

Back to Hamburg again and I was 
shifted to my first leve—the’ Kaiser 
Wilhelm der Grosse. I was an expert 
then. I only made one trip with the 
German boat and was sent to the 
President Lincoln to fit her with 
wireless and introduce it. After one 
tnip I got the Kaiserin Auguste Victo- 
ria. When we got back President- 
elect Taft was completing his trip 
about the world. He was returning 
en the President Grant, and I got 
the job. 

He enjoyed the trip and we had 
many chats. He’s an excellent man 
and will make a splendid president. 
Then came the Berlin Conference, 
which forced only German-speaking 
operators aboard the German boats. 
After a time at Crooks Haven in Ire- 
land, a ship station, I joined the Re- 
public in Liverpool. It was the l4th of 
last November. We sailed between 
Liverpool, Boston and New York. 

My next assignment? Well, I go 
where I’m sent, but if Capt. Sealby 
gets a ship I want to go with him 
and stick with him, too. His ex- 
ample and nobility of command in 
the face of such peril won for the 
good brave master the confidence 
which wireless could not give the

WIFE ACCUSES HERSELF 





Accusing Husband Says She 
Used Word “Rotten” in Re- 
ferring to Escapades.

EDINBURGH, Scotland, Jan. 28.—The 
Stirling divorce drama, which has held 
the interest of all Britath for days, en- 
tered upon another phase when John 
Alexander Stirling, in the role of a 
wronged husband, took the stand as 
the first witness in the hearing of his 
cross-petition. 

Mrs. Stirling, the pretty Washing- 
ton girl, who met him here before 
marriage, arrived early neatly attired 
in black velvet with a large velvet hat 
to match. She took her seat not far 
from young Lord Northland, the co- 
respondent, : 

Mrs. Atherton, the co-respondent in 
Mrs. Stirling’s suit, did not appear, but 
she was represented by counsel. 

Among the sensational passages in 
Mr. Stirling’s evidence was his descrip- 
tion of how he and his brother Doug- 
las, who suspected Lord Northland, 
watched the Viscount’s room one night 
during the Henley regatta week when 
the Stirlings were entertaining a house 
party at Amberley Cottage. The vigil 
began* before midnight and lasted into 
the early hours of the morning. 

Leath te Support Wife. 

“My brother took a very serious view 
of my wife’s relations with Lord North- 
land,’* Mr. Sterling explained, “but I 


was loath to entertain any suspicion. 


In order to satisfy myself, however, I 
arranged to remain up with Douglas 
and watch. I firmly made wp my mind 
to give Northland a good hiding if I 
discovered anything. We were waiting 
at the door of my room. After a time 
I heard the door. open and shut, but 
was unable in the darkness to tell 
which door. 


“There was a strange sequel, how- 


fever, the next morning, when my wife 


abused me in strong terms, telling me 
we were watching her. When I asked 
for an explanation she declared that 
‘Patty’ (her nickname for Lord North- 
lend), had told her he was awakened 
by a noise during the night, and, look- 
iig out, saw Douglas prowling in the 
passage.”’ 

A week later Mr. Stirling had a 
stormy interview with Lord Northland, 
whom he found, with his wife in his 
town house late @ night. 

“When I arrived at home unexpect- 
edly after a motor run from Amberley,’”’ 
Mr. Stirling testified, ‘‘I found the front 
door locked and was compelled to wait 
some time before my wife, in evening 
dress, opened it.° On entering I saw 
Northland in the library near the door. 
When he saw me he said he thought 
he had better go. 

“*You had—well, better go,’ I said, 
and showed him the door. After hav- 
ing an awful row with her I sent my 
wife to bed. 

Wife Took Mustard Baths. 

“The next day when we returned to 
Amberley my wife asked me to resume 
conjugal relations with her—something 
she had never asked before. When I 
found her one morning taking hot mus- 
tard baths and lying wrapped in blan- 
kets in a tremendous perspiration, nat- 
urally all this came as a great shock to 
me, and I told her she and I were at 
the parting of the ways and that she 
must never see Northland again. 

“She was defiant and frankly declared 
that she loved Northland and nobody 
slse and was intending to take her own 
course, 

“When I appealed to Northland to 
leave my wife alone, he said: ‘If you 
divorce your wife I shall stick to her,’ 
but would not say more. 

“When my wife was on her way to 
America I received a letter from her in 
which she wrote: 

“I feel that I am such a rotter it is 
no use coming back. You don’t love me 
and I don’t love you. Will you agree 
to @ separation and give me an allow- 
ance of $3600 a year? We might be good 
friends. Take care of wee Pat (the 
baby). Don't think me an absolute rot- 
ter. Iam not, but am very near it.’ ”

HEAVY THUNDER PEALS 


Vivid Flash of Lightning Seen 
at Washington University 
at Same Time. 


Police at the Mounted District Station 
in Forest Park observed what they be- 
lieve to have been a heavy earthquake 
shock at 8:05 a. m. Thursday. 

Capt. \Martin O’Brien, in a report to 
headquarters, said that the station 
rocked from west to east. ~ 

From the water tower and other points 


‘In North ‘and South St. Loufs and in the 
West End came messages telling of an | 


extremely heavy clap of thunder 
which caused wails to vibrate so that, 
windows rattled. Persons who noticed 
this did not think the ock was that 
of an earthquake. 

Before Thunderclap. 


The Mounted District police*say that 


they also observed the thunderclap, but 
that immediately preceding it there was 
a shock which unmistakably was that 
of an earthquake. 


Tables and chairs in the Police Station, 


rocked. Capt. O’Brien’s hand was on 
his desk and he says he distinctly felt 
the vibration which seémed to g0 
through the fiber of the wood. 

Other officers stationed there say that 
they looked from the window and that 
they saw the park trees vibrating in a 
strange manner. Not only were the 
tops shaking, but the trunks were mov- 
ing to and fro right down to the ground. 


No Seismograph Here 
It was while they were commenting 


on this, they say, that the clap of 
thunder came. gee eS ert, 
The Rev. Father Martin 8. Bren- 
nan, astronomer and physicist, did not 
feel the shock of an earthquake, but 
he noted the clap of thunder. 

“There is no ° seismograph in &t. 
Louis,” he said, “so it is impossible to 
obtain scientific verification here of 
the reported earthquake.” 


Windows Quivered. 
At Washington University no earth- 


quake shock was felt, but it was said 
that about 8:0 a. m. a vivid flash of 
lightning, accompanied by a heavy peal 
of thunder, was heard. 

“No one here felt any earthquake 
tremor,” was the “answer to a query 
made of Christian Brothers College. 

At Jefferson Barracks it was said 
that no earthquake shock had been felt, 
and the same report was made at the 
Bissell’s Point station of the City 
Waterworks at the opposite side of St. 
Louis. 

At residences in the West End it was 
said that about 8:0 a. m. the houses 
were felt to shake and rattle. Persons 


not yet out of bed said*they felt the bed | 


sway beneath them and the windows 
and walls quiver. 

“My first impression,” said one wom, 
an, “was that there was an earthquake, 
but I was only half awake. There was 
a heavy peal of thunder at the.time. I 
am inclined to think it was the thunder 
and not a siesmic shock I felt.” 

Weather Forecaster Bowle was asked 
about the earthquake. He said that his 
office did not record earthquakes. 

‘“T had heard reports of an earthquake 
shock this ‘morning,’’ he said, ‘‘but have 
no definite information about it. There 
were several claps of thunder that 
might have shaken houses and rattled 
windows and thus produced the sensa- 
tion of an earthquake.”’
